It is very important they be 
heard when the appropriations 
committee considers the proposed 
$300,000,000 loan to Chiang, be- 
cause the likelihood is much of it 
will be stolen, as large portions of 
other loans and supplies have 
been.

The two men are Gen. P. T. 
Mow, one of Chiang’s top men, 
who has been here serving as 
Nationalist China’s member of the 
Military Staff's Committee, and 
also in charge of the Chinese pur- 
chasing mission. Col. Hsian Wei- 
husan is his assistant. 

It is mecessary to recall that 
Gen. Wedemeyer said in his fa- 
mous report, that there were 
many good, honest men trying to 
stem the tide of corruption in 
Chiang’s government, but that 
they were helpless. 

These two men apparently were 
of this group. Reporter Levier- 
ro’s story indicates that they were 
ordered home because they had 
refused to go along in crooked 
deals by which the corrupt group 
would profit from. purchases in 
the United States. There seems 
to be no dispute at all that on one 
item of $60,000,000 having to do 
with airplanes, there was a steal. 
Nor does there appear to b any 
argument but that Chiang took 
authority to purchase away from 
Mow and dispersed it amor , sev- 
eral characters, some of dubious 
reputation. Gen. Mow says they 
are the squeeze experts. 

The evidence of sincerity cer- 
tainly is on the side of the two 
dismissed Chinese officials. After 
they were replaced they repeat- 
edly warned our government and 
told them what to look for. 

The New York Times stories 
indicate that Gen. Mow and Col. 
Hsiang are willing to talk about 
the dismissal of Commerce De- 
partment. Michael Lee, who was 
so harassed for his expressed 
doubts about exports to Formosa 
that he was denounced by the 
Chiang government and its clique, 
members of which are practically 
conscienceless in the irresponsible 
bitterness of their attacks. Lee 
took it as long as he could and, 
receiving no aid from his depart- 
ment, resigned. The two Chi- 
nese now appear willing to talk 
about that, too. They have care- 
fully saved their correspondence 
of protest across the past three 
years to document their claims. 

Gen. Mow is a brother-in-law 
of Chiang’s by a former mar- 
riage. That Chiang should de- 
nounce a relative is unusual. But, 
it follows a pattern. T. V. Soong, 
another brother-in-law, also has 
turned in his card and for some 
time has been living in this 
country, having also sent his re- 
grets following an invitation to 
come back to Formosa.

Dr. James’ B. Conant’s Plastic Ball 


Dr. James Bryant Conant, who is with- 
out doubt one of our really great and valu- 
able men, is president of Harvard and also 
a chemist of note. In a recent speech he 
peered into a plastic ball (for of course a 
chemist would not abide a crystal. one) 
and out of his knowledge and experience 
ventured a few predictions for the last half 
of the 20th century: 

1. No world destruction. by atomic 
bombs. On the contrary, a “worried hu- 
manity endeavoring to find a way out of 
the atomic age-” : 

2. Solar energy, not atomic energy, will 
be the dominating factor in the production 
of industrial power. 


3. Economical production of fresh water ~ 


from sea water will become a reality. 

4. Birth control to avoid overpopulation 
of the world will be accepted by all groups, 
including religious groups. 

5. Liquid fuels will be made from car- 
bon monoxide and hydrogen. 

6. Carbohydrates will no longer be used 
for producing beer or wine or distilled 
spirits. They will be made synthetically. 

7. The balanced forces of the Atlantic 
Treaty nations will have convinced the So- 


viet government “that there can be no easy 
march to the Channel ports.” 

His prediction as to solar energy and the 
economical production of fresh water from 
sea water are processes already in use. 
During the recent war, chemists produced 
several methods of producing fresh water 
from the sea, and use of solar energy is al- 
ready a success in several small, experi- 
mental fields. They point the way to larger 
commercial uses. 

Israel, for example, and many of the 
nations in the Middle East and Africa 
desperately need such a system for irriga- 
tion. purposes. Our own water level is fall- 
ing here in this rich country of oyrs,-and 
our Western states can well make use of 
long aqueducts from the plants processing 
sea water. 

His belief we will escape war but will 
live a worried, harassed existence, has ‘a 
cértain logic to it which is certainly as well 
founded as the prophesy of war.

WASHINGTON—President Truman’s cryptic 
renchsn. to “fantastic” new weapons we now 
have “under construction,” which, he said, could 
“wipe out civilization,” has since been highlighted by the action of 
the Senate appropriations committee in voting unanimously to 
give the Defense départment a secret fund of $5,000,000,000 for 
building up the nation’s air power. 
. The $5,000,000,000 appropriation is in addition to the other 
eavy expenditures previously recommended for the defense pro- 
ay coat ie may be measured in the fact that it is two 
ail times the amount we spent t 
prensa ag pent on the development of the 

It is* further interesting to note that the Senate committee 
voted unanimously in favor of the huge added expenditure in the 
face of the fact that there has been much talk lately of cutting 
down on the defense program. Not a single member of the 21-man 
group raised his voice in opposition. 

We may assume from this that the members of the committee 
were greatly impressed with the secret testimony of defense of- 
ficials on how the money is to be spent. Otherwise the appropria- 
tion would have been challenged somewhere along the line. 


No Exaggeration At least one member of the committee, 

Sen, Milton R. Young (Rep., N. D.), has 
come forward with the statement that the President did not exag- 
gerate in the slightest in calling the new weapons “fantastic.” As 
one of those who sat in on the hearings and heard top-secret testi- 
mony about the things that are being developed, he confesses to 
a feeling of awe and dumbfoundedness over the “devastating” na- 
ture of the inventions. 

“They are not atomic,” he said. “They are something new and 
different. They are something even more Startling than germ war- 
fare .. . They are new and terrible weapons of war that are just 
beyond imagination. They certainly would be a deterrent to any 
possible foe.” 

The North Dakota senator went on ta say that these new “fan- 
tatic” super destroyers we have devised—not. A-bombs and pre- 
sumably not the mightier hydrogen bomb—can bé delivered by 
air power. He was unwilling to shed any light beyond that. ~ 

But what he says, superimposed on the President’s earlier 
statement and the action of the committee in voting the $5,000,000,- 
000 fund, is enough to give the undertaking world-shaking signifi- 
cance. Its significance lies in the obvious conclusion that no ag- 
gressor nation would dare plunge the world into another war when 
we had the weapons at hand’to bring about their destruction. 


Wait and See The very fact that we have announced the 
development of such weapons and are launch- 
ing upon a $5,000,000,000 program for constructing them in ample 
quantities should have an immediate éffect in Moscow and Peiping. 
It will be interesting to see what happens in the Korean negotiations 
in the light of the new sensational revelations that have been made. 
Like the $2,000,000,000 invested in our wartime: atomic proj- 
ect, the new $5,000,000,000 air power fund is to be made available 
to the Pentagon on a blank-check basis, to be spent as the Presi- 
dent and the Joint Chiefs of Staff see fit. That alone is enough to 
suggest that the undertaking has implications of the widest scope. 
As to what the weapons are, that could. be anything from 
guided missiles to an “earth satellite vehicle program,” which the 
late Secretary of Defense James Forrestal disclosed was being 
worked on*by the Army, Navy and Air Force as far back as 1948. 
The latter embraces “space stations” or “space ships” that would 
hover hundreds of miles above the earth and serve as bases for 
overwhelming push-button attacks on target countries.

It says the law should require more information on lobbies, so the 
Legislature and the public can know who they are, what they 
are doing, how much money they are spending, and from where 
the money is coming. 

Georgia’s law needs strengthening and enforcing. There 
hasn’t been a single person registered (as required by law) to 
influence the Legislature since 1941, and no attempt has been 
made to enforce the law because of its lack of clarity. 

More important than keeping professional lobbyists off the 
floor of the House and Senate, however, is preventing solons, them- 
selves, from lobbying for private interests. Many legislators have 
expressed concern over this practice.

rests upon an older person who is doing the 
driving. 

Young people themselves contribute to their 
own doom on the gas-fume trail. Health De- 
partment statistics show that in the age bracket 
15 through 24 years death on the highway con- 
tinues in second place as the cause of death. 

As they become older, drivers perhaps are 
like airplane pilots as summarized in the ancient 
adage: “There are no old, bold pilots.” At any 
rate, the highway fatality list slips in the age 
group 25 through 44. In this segment of the 
population the highway ranks as seventh in the 
leading causes of Georgia death. 


When the doctor tells one of these individuals 
he has a dread disease the reaction sets in with 
great rapidity and there comes the sobering 
realization that all is not well. Traffic accident is 
one of the leading causes of death in Georgia. 
It is in the top ten. But getting this fatal fact 
over is difficult indeed. 

The Division of Vital Statistics of the State 
Department of Health is charged with the re- 
sponsibility of recording the manner of death 
which takes citizens of Georgia out of this world. 
In recent years the highway has been one of 
the main exit routes. 


Considering the entire population of the 
state, highway accident ranks as No. 10 
among the leading causes of death. In par- 
ticular segments of the population death 
on the highway rates the top bracket. 


For instance, little children just going along 
for the ride constitute a high contribution to 
death on the highway. A study made a few years 
ago shows that in the age group ene to four 
years, motor vehicle accidents ranked third as 
@ cause of death. 

In the five through 14 group, the highway 
had risen to second place as a leading cause of 
death. Pneumonia, diseases of the heart, cancer, 
nephritis and other ills were down the list. 

In the lives of young people the “highway is 
one of the fatal consequences to be reckoned 
with. As they grow into adulthood the highway 
exacts its toll from among their ranks. It is ob- 
vious that in many of these deaths veaponsibility

Since it is fairly well established that people 
are dying on the highway in large numbers, it is 
pertinent to consider remedial measures. Funda- 
mental in this regard is well-constructed roads— 
something which has been woefully lacking in 
Georgia; adequate markings warning of all ve- 
hicular pitfalls; continuous reminders of the perils 
of reckless driving.

It has been a great honor for 
me to serve under’you, our Com- 
mander-in-Chief, in the cold war 
in this critical zone. With as- 
surances' of my highest esteem. 
I rémain faithfully yours, Henry 
F. Grady.” 

Mr. Truman accepted the resig- 
nation with “the greatest reluc- 
tance” and thanked Grady for 
his “distinguished service as 
American Chief of Mission in’ 
India, Greece and Iran.” | 

The retirement of Grady—to be

replaced by Henderson—and ap-| 
pointment of Bowles to the im-' 
portant Indian post had been ex-| 
pected. Grady started to leave) 
earlier, but stayed because of the! 
British-Iranian oil crisis which) 
still must be solved. | 

The effective date of the shift, 
assuming Senate confirmation of 
the nominees, will be determined 
on Grady’s return to this country. 

Bowles has been available for 
@ Federal assignment since he was 
defeated for re-election as Gov- 
ernor of Connecticut in November, 
1950, 

He may find his assignment as 
tough as his job as Price Admini- 
strator at the'end of World War 
II when the nation was shifting 
from a war to a. peace economy. 

The principal job of the Am- 
-bassador to India is to win over 
the co-operation of Premier 
Jawaharlak Nehru and his im- 
portant Asiatic country in resist- 
ing Communist expansion. 

The difficult nature of the task 
as demonstrated by the fact that 
Nehru boycotted the recent Jap- 
anese peace treaty signing in San 
Francisco and has been bitterly 
critical of U. S. policy in China.

Gossip Used as Weapon Service Guild Overeating 
Changes Hours Wont Solve 


By Women in Cold War 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13—(U.P)— 
Feminine gossip, along with the 
needle and thread, are the newest 
West German weapons in the cold 
war, automobile manufacturer 
Henry Ford II said Wednesday. 

German women are risking their 
lives to attend frequent sewing 
bees, where Eastern and Western 
hausfraus get together for a little 
mending and knitting and a lot of 
talk, he said. 

The Western women ply their 
Red-dominated neighbors with 
talk about democracy as they ply 
their needles, Ford said, and the 
meetings have so upset Russian 
authorities that several sewing 
bees have been raided. 

Ford, who -recently returned 
‘from a trip to Europe, described 
this new propaganda medium ina 
speech at a meeting of the National 
Sales Executive Club of New York, 
which gave him an award for 
“outstanding top executive sales- 
manship.” 

He said that along with the cold 
war front line in Berlin, an endless 
battle is being waged in slogans, 
product comparisons and brand 


names. Competitors are using ev- 
ery technique in the advertising 
and propaganda book, he added. 


“For instance, did you ever hear 
of a propaganda sewing circle?” 
Ford asked. “‘Well, they have plen- 
ty of them in Germany. Here is 
how they work. Groups of West 
Germany women gather to séw 
and knit. They meet in border 
towns along the East-West bound- 
ary line and invite women from 
the Russian zone of Germany to 
join them. And while this inter- 
zonal mending is going on, the 
Western hausfraus : <e telling their 
Red-dominated friends about the 
freedoms they enjoy.” 

The young executive also paid 
tribute to radio Free Europe, a 
broadcasting station established 
by private American funds, super- 
vised’ by American technicians, 
constructed at Municu by volun- 
teer German labor and operated 
by a Czechoslovakian staff. 

“Just how much these broad- 
casts hurt is perhaps best meas- 
ured by the offer we now under- 
stand has been made by the Reds 
in Czechoslovakia to release 
William Oatis, provided the radio 
Free Europe is discontinued.”

For U. S. Defense Program 


WASHINGTON — Frieda S. 
Miller, director of the Women’s 
Bureau, Department of Labor, 


-is urging fuller use of woman- 


power in the nationa] defense 
program. 


Miss Miller reported that 40 
out of every 100 persons in- 
terviewed in the bureau of em- 
ployment security job-counsel- 
ing service recently have been 
women, while a year ago only 
“3 of each hundred persons 
seeking jobs were women. 

The increased number of 
women applicants were largely 
from the ranks of housewives 
untrained in industry but 
“ready and eager” to take jobs 
to help pay the’ rising costs of 
family living. Jobs for them 
are not presently available, 
Miss Miller said. 

She further reported recent 
sharp increases in the number 
of new job applications filed by 
women, resulting, she said, 
partly from seasonal lay-offs of 
women workers but also from 
continuing entry into the job 
market of women seeking work 
in defense-connected establish- 
ments. 

“Even in defense areas, ap- 
plications by women for pro- 
duction jobs have so far been 


more numerous than the jobs 
opening up to them, according 
to reports coming into the wom- 
en’s bureau,” she said. 


In the aircraft industry, the 
proportion of women workers 
was reported rising from 12.4 to 
15.1 per cent between January 
and April of this year, and later 
figures showed further in- 
creases. 


“But today’s type of plane, 
heavier than in World War II, 
currently presents difficulties 
in hiring large numbers of 
women in construction, and as 
long as people already trained 
can be procured. the industry 
is not likely to take on large 
numbers of untrained women,” 
she said. 

The chief reason why the de- 
fense effort is not yet making 
full use of women is the fact that 
there is no present over-all 
shortage of workers except in 
specialized fields, according to 
Miss Miller. 

“With defense industry still 
in the tolling-up stage, its 
greatest unfilled demand is for 
engineers, draftsmen, machin- 
ists, tool and die makers, skilled 
aircraft assembly workers, and 
other types of work uiring 
special training,” she said.
